Dear Mr. Weisberg: 

This will confirm the agreement between us for the radio show entitled, 
"Whitewash” to be broadcast as hereinafter provided. 

1. Upon the terms and conditions set forth in this agreement, 
we agree to produce and distribute a series of 39 weeks radio shows, 

to stations in the United States of America, its possessions or through- 
out the world, where possible. Each of the said shows shall be one-half 
hour in length, each of which will be divided into ten segments of three 
minutes running time and we will endeavor to sell to interested radio 
station buyers upon the terms and conditions set forth in agreements 
entered into between us and such radio stations. Each such show will 
adhere to the outline previously agreed upon between us, unless develop- 
ments otherwise dictate. However, changes in program content are sub- 
ject to our mutual consent. 

2 . You agree to make yourself available for the production of 
such radio shows and we shall endeavor to obtain the necessary broad- 
casting facilities to air the programs. 

3. You agree that for one services rendered and to be rendered 
by you hereunder you shall receive no salary out we agree that the net 
profits realized from the syndication of the "Whitewash" series shall 
be distributed between us equally after the deduction of any and all 
expenses required, including out not limited to initial cost for tapes 
required for the recording of each one -ha. If -hour show; editing costs 

for each show; mailing expanses incurred both it. soliciting and servicing 
the radio stations; at- . al_ .other* = ordinary and necessary . expenses in- 
curred . 

(a) We agr re that Mr . Rooart' Maxweix, the President of our 
Company, and a recognized broadcasting authority, shall have the sole 
and exclusive right to determine the most economical source of editing, 
consistent with the high standard of qua', ity desirec oy both of us. 

(b) Any and all books, records and other documents shall 
be available to you at all times for audit. 

4. You represent and warrant to us that you have not and will 
not and will not, during the term hereof, grant any licenses with re- 
spect to the material referred to herein, in violation of the rights 
herein granted, that you possess the right necessary for the broadcast- 
ing of the program herein referred to and that' no part of the material 
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or any use thereof as herein provided in anyway directly infringes on, 
or violates or will violate any rights whatsoever of any third person. 

5. You agree to indemnify and hold us, . the radio . stations , . and 
the sponsors, harmless from each and every suit and claim (including 
but not limited to our reasonable counsel fees and expenses; arising . 
out of broadcasting of the programs, including but not limited to actions 
for copyrighting infringement, plagiarism, literary piracy, misappropri- 
ation of rights or any other matter arising out. of the broadcasting oj. 
the programs, excluding, however, any claims arising from any material 

or personnel furnished by us. we agreed to similarly indemnify you with 
respect to material or personnel furnished by us . 

6. It is understood and agreed that we are entering this agree- 
ment with you as an independent contractor and you agree to discharge 
all obligations imposed upon you by any federal, state or local, regu 
tion or order now or hereafter in force with respect to said program, 
including but not limited to taxes, unemployment, compensation or insur- 
ance , social security and workmen's compensation, disability benefits 
and including the filing of all returns and reports and the Payment of 
all assessments, taxes, contributions and other sums required or .hem, 
and you further agree to indemnify and hold harmless and/or the radio 
station, and the sponsor against all claims and. demands resuicing 1,0111 
your failure to comply with the provisions of this paragraph. You agree 
to comply with the terms, rules, regulations and conditions imposed by 
any union or unions having jurisdiction with respect to the persons or 
material or any component to the program to be provided by you so >ar 

as they are applicable thereto and to the programs hereunder, and you 
agree to conform to all such terms, rules and regulations oi said re 
spected unions. 

7 . You further represent , warrant and agree that you are the 
so] e author of a book entitled "Whitewash-The Report On The Warren 
Report" and "Whitewash II -The F . B . I . -Secret Service Cover Up . and that 
neither of these books violates nor infringes upon any copyright, prop- 
erty right or civil right of any nature of any person, firm or corpor- 
ation and that no claim has been made against you to such. effect. 

You further grant and assign to us the right to use the title of the 
book or any simulations or variations thereof as the title, or in e 
course of, said radio programs. 

8. We agree that the services to be furnished by in accordance 
with the terms hereof is unique and of extraordinary value, and irre- 
placeable, and that a breach of this agreement .will cause us irreparabi- 
damage. It is therefore agreed that, in addition to. all other right 
which we may have and as a matter of right, to an injunction or other 
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equitable relief to prevent the violation of any provision or pro- 
visions of this agreement. 

9. We agree that in the event of your death we would pay your 
one-half of the net profits to your Estate and you agree that in such 
event, we have the inclusive right to engage an expert, of the same 
or s: imilar caliber to continue the series on youy material. 

10. We shall have the right , during the term hereof, to use 
your name and/or picture to advertise and publicize the programs 
alone or in conjunction with the products of the sponsor advertised on 
the broadcasts , provided that neither your name nor your picture shall 
be used as an endorsement or testimonial for any institution, product, 
or service. 

11. As between us, all/materials V whether or not furnished by 
either 'one of us, used on or in connection with any of the broadcasts, 
shall be our joint property for any and all purposes whatsoever, 

12. You represent and warrant that this agreement assumes payment 
to :you hereunder are not subject to any , claims against us for fees or 
commissions by any agent or representative of yours, or by any other 
person or entity and you shall hold us harmless of any such claims. 

13. A waiver by either of us of any term or condition of this 
agreement in any one instance shall not be deemed or construed to be 

a waiver of such term or condition for the future, or of any subsequent 
breach thereof. All remedies, rights, undertakings, obligations and 
agreements contained herein shall be cumulative and none of them shall 
be in limitation of any other remedy, right , undertaking , obligation' or 
agreement of either of us. 

14. All notices required to be given hereunder shall be given 
in writing, either by personal delivery or by mail or by telegram at 
the respective addresses of each of us, herein set forth, or at such 
other addresses as may be designated in writing by registered mail by 
either party. Notice given by mail or by telegram shall be deemed 
given on the date of mailing thereof or of delivery of such telegram 
to a telegraph office, charges prepaid or to be billed. 

15. This agreement shall be construed in accordance with the 
laws of the State of New York applicable to contracts fully to. be 
performed therein. 

16. It is agreed that we may assign our rights hereunder in full 
or in part to any person, firm or corporation and this agreement may be 
assigned by any assignee thereof; provided, however, that no such assign 
ment shall releave of us any of our obligations hereunder.
